The metal market this week having for the most part remained 
steady, there is no practical change to record. Notwithstanding 
that there is little or no room to doubt of the trade’s development, 
the expansion in the legitimate demand, and the great increase in 
the number of orders which have been, are still being, and in all 
probability will continue to be received, yet it is not. unlikely to be di appoint- 
ig to sellers generally that they tre unable to realise better prices, It may, 
therefore, be well to consider briefly the causes to which the continuance of 
only moderate prices can be attributed, for outward circumstances appear rather 
in favour of higher rates ; for as we have shown upon previous occasions, politics 
at the present time bear little or no detrimental influence, while but a small 
amount of anxiety need exist with regard to monetary. And further than this, 
there has been very little disposition to press sales; consequently, it becomes 
needful to discover from other sources the reason why no better prices are ob- 
tainable than those now ruling. Now, in the first og it should not be for- 
gotten that although quotations for the most part do not advance, yet, on the 
other hand, they do not recede to any particular extent, and hence the con- 
clusion that metals are chiefly at their normal and proper value ; and not only 
does the steadiness in quotations bear testimony to this fact, but it is confirmed 


by the two great and most prominent and influential features in the trade— | 


by the supplies andthe demand. In looking at the first of these two questions, 
it.is plain that ruling rates have at least a fair margin of profit, to suppliers, for 
upon reference tothe last statistics it is found that production is fully miain- 
tained in all metals, and in most cases an increase in stocks has been made, 
thereby not only showing that the same rate of production is kept up, but also 
signifying that, if anything, rather than befng diminished, it is being ang- 
mented ; for the wants of the trade do not in any way appear to have lessened. 

It is ridiculous to entertain the idea for one moment that makers and manu- 
facturers are submitting to losses upon all their output, for although for a short 
time this may have been done in order to test the market, yet when it is found 
that supplies are maintained at about present range of prices, not only for days 
nor for weeks, but also for months, it becomes simply absurd to believe that pro- 
duction is being attended with sacrifice to the producers, In taking the ad- 
vices from the manufacturing districts, from very few if from any place is it re- 
ported that there isa lack of orders, but’ for the most part the reports are en- 
couraging, and, therefore, satisfactory, while it has been hinted frem some 
places that stocks are accumulating, not from any retrenchment in the regular 
demand, but on account of the possibility of the future demand increasing to 
such an extent as to make it difficult for manufacturers to deliver to contract 
time, and hence they think it advisable to be prepared in the event of a con- 
tingency. The Board of Trade Returns for last month, although in comparison 
with those of 1880, are, perhaps, rather unfavourable, yet in comparing them 
with those of 1879 they are very satisfactory ; and at the same time it should be 
remembered that they are not so good as they otherwise would have been owing 
to the severity of the weather last month, whereby the shipping trade was 
greatly impeded, and which may, perhaps, account for the deficiency in the ex- 
ports between this year and last. The diminished exports, therefore, is not a 
matter of surprise, because it is partly owing to an exceptional cause, but it 
gives stronger reason for expectation that with the re-opening of the various 
ports not only in this country but also abroad to where goods are shipped the 
future exportations will be greatly increased. 

Copper. We have again to report steadiness combined with 
quietude in this market, while there is hardly any fresh feature to 
record which is at all likely to materially influence its future course 
in any way whatever. One satisfactory point, however, which it 
would be well not to overlook, and which is one of the strongest proofs 
of the continued increase which is being made in the bona fide de- 
mand, is the favourable Board of Trade Returns for last month, which show the 
total exports for that time to be 77,224 tons, against 61,965 tons for the same 
month last year, and 61,189 tons in January, 1879. This great improvement. is, 
perhaps, due to the fact that present priees are so extremely moderate that the 
demand has been thereby stimulated, and as it does not seem at all likely that 
any particular advance will be cffected for some little time to come, there seems 
every chance of the deman dcontinuing to develope. 

These returns also show that although there is no activity in the market just 
roy, yet the dullness does not arise from any falling off in the usual require- 
ments, but isaccounted for by speculators showing no disposition to renew their 
engagements while! the market remains in its overburdened position, which, if 
not causing depression, is in too over-weighted condition by the continued 
maintenance of heavy supplies to make it worth operators’ risk to enter into con- 
tra ts. [thas been previously stated that the market being void of undue specula- 
tion is greatly in its interest, for when it is found that supplies are fully kept up at 
present rates it mav fairly be presumed that were speculation to drive up prices 
any higher in proportion to the advance which might take place, so would the 
proliuction be increased; and, further than this, stocks would not only be 
enlurged by the excess in the production but also by the rise in the prices 
che-hing the legitimate demand, whereby the output would necessarily be 
diminished, 

IRON.—-Since our last issue steadiness in prices has continued to 
prevail for manufactured, not by reason of any increase in the 
demand, but from the fact that manufacturers have still large orders 
in hand yet to be executed, whereby not only is constant employ- 
ment being given to many of the works, but also owing to the 
expectation of considerable activity in the future demand, Con- 
sy cently manufacturers see no necessity for making any reduction in their 
jiotations at the present time, simply because the demand just now is rather 
sik, especially as the somewhat scarcity of orders is due not to any falling off 
in the actual wants, but it is simply to be attributed to the fact that many 
me chants some little time back anticipated their coming wants, and, therefore, 
p trchased because prices were exceptionally favourable, and there can be no 
loud! but that in so doing they acted with marked discretion, for prices were 
lov, if not unprecedently, comparatively so, and further than this, if merchants 
loys back during the time since they made their purchases, they find that not 
only have they bought advantageously, but they also see that very rarely, if at 
any time, since the date of their contracts could they have carried through 
similar transactions upon more favourable terms, Therefore, having supplied 
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! their wants, and partially satisfied those for the immediate future, it is nota 
matter of surprise, nor need there be any cause for despondency on account of 
quietude characterising the demand for the time being. 

| It should rather be considered a satisfactory circumstance, for it is a plain 
manifestation of the legitimacy of the transaction. Were the demand to con- 
tinue to show repeated animation, it would not unlikely arise from speculation, 
in which case prices would perhaps be enhanced far above what legitimate 
buyers could afford to pay, and the almost inevitable result would be —a 

| relapse, probably terminating with great sacrifices on the part of sellers. The 
Glasgow warrant market this week has been dull, and further slight reductions 
have been made in prices.

It was only in an article 
in last week's Journal that we commented upon the fact that, whilst 
the Royal Commission on Explosions in Mines had been sitting for 
upwards of two years, in the meantime explosions continued to take 
place with serious loss of life, so that so far the Commission has been 
of no use whatever. We also drew attention to the importance of 
the consideration of coal dust as an element calculated to set fire to 
amine. Those remarks have been fully borne out by the explosion 
at the Whitfield Colliery, So far as has been gleaned at present, on 
Sunday morning a boy in the pit threw down a piece of lighted tow 
on to the floor, which ignited some coal dust, and the flame soon as- 
sumed dangerous proportions. The men tried all they could to put 
it out, but were not successful in so doing. On Monday morning the 
full number of hands were not allowed to descend, but only about 
20 or 21, and these, of course, attempted to subdue the fire, but their 
efforts were unavailing. From what afterwards transpired it is evi- 
dent that the ventilation was impeded, so that gas quickly accumu- 
lated, and, reaching the fire, a terrible explosion —which was heard 
in all directions for a considerable distance-——took place. The fire 
then appears to have extended throughout the workings, igniting the 
solid coal, so that it ra@wed n extent that the flames leaped 
ont of the mouth of the pit some 30 or 40 yards upwards in the air. 
With no ventilation the gas on Monday night 
that two more explosions occurred, blowing out the covering put on 
to the downcast shaft with the view of putting out the fire. Of 
course, there was no hope whatever that any person could be alive in 
the pit, soon Tuesday it was determined to throw down a large 
quantity of rubbish into the shafts, but this did not appear to have 
had the desired effect. It was then considered desirable, as in the 
case of the Oaks and some other of our serious explosions, to pour 
down a heavy volume of water so as to fill the workings, and thus 
extinguish the fire. Inundation by water, under such circumstances, 
has hitherto been found the mast-effectual means of putting out fires 
in mines. The explosion at the Whitfield Colliery has some features

~asily averted. ‘This, indeed, we did only last week in our article on 
the Royal Commission on Mines. Where coal dust is not the direct 
cause of an explosion it greatly intensifies it, for the fine particles are 
almost as ignitable as gunpowder. In a dry mine the dust is ina 
constant state of agitation, and when that is the case it is largely 
inhaled by the workmen, and consequently detrimental to their 
health, leaving altogether out of the question its dangerous pro- 
perties in a mine giving off considerable quantities of gas when it 
comes in contact with a naked light. But this could be easily 
obviated at a trifling cost, as it is now done at several collieries 
where gas is extensively given off in the displacement of the coal. 
The floor of the mine is well watered at starting, so that the dust 
| does not rise up, but is kept on the floor in a damp state. This is 
the course adopted at the colliery in Yorkshire, where the deaths 
from one explosion were the heaviest to be found in our mining 
records. Since its adoption, however, notwithstanding a constant 
accumulation of gas from the mineral being worked as well as from 
heavy outbursts from the floor, no explosions have taken place since 
1866. This is a simple remedy, and a most inexpensive one, for 
destroying the power of an insidnous encmy that may, if left te 
itself, destroy hundreds of lives in a moment. If the statement 
made is correct that the fine coal led to the explosion, it is evident 
that had it been damp it would not have ignited. As it is some tinre 
must elapse before the mine is unsealed, for the getting out of the 
water is not an easy matter, and until that is done the bodies of the 
unfortunate men are not likely to be recovered. 





OUR GREAT HOME PAILWAYS. 

Upon the whole, the ordinary stock dividends of our great home 
railway companies come out fairly well for .he second half of 1880. 
The dividend of the London and North-We. rn has, for instance, 
been announced at 8 per cent. per annum, as compared with 74 per 
cent. per annum distributed for the second half of 1879, The ordi- 
nary stock of the Tuff Vale is to receive as much as 16 per cent. per 
annum, The Taff Vale is not exactly a great trunk system; but, on 
the other hand, it is not by any means a small, insignificant concern. 
The Rhymney, another prosperous Welsh undertaking, has got as far 
as 11 per cent. per annum as regards its dividend upon its ordinary 
;stock. The Midland does not increase its dividend, but maintains it 
| at the satisfactory rate of 6} percent. per annum ; and that, of course, 
}issomething. The dividend of the Lancashire and Yorkshire rises 

from 5} per cent. per annum for the second half of 1879 to 5% per 
cent. per annum for the second half of 1880. Similarly the dividend 
of the London and South-Western rises from 6} per cent. per annum 
in the second half of 1870 to 7} per cent. per anuum in the second 
half of 1880; and the distribution of the North Staffordshire is car- 
ried from 24 per cent. per annum to 3 per cent. perannum. The 
greatest rise of all has been in the dividend on North-Eastern Consols, 
which is to be at the rate of 84 per cent. per annum, as compared with 
6} per cent. per annum in the second half of 1879. Such illustrations 
as these would seem to show that our great trunk railway companies 
have profited substantially from the revival in business —and espe- 
)cially from the revival in the coal and iron trades—which happily 
characterised the second half of 1880. 

There can, we think, be no doubt that, left to itself, British rail- 
way property —and for the matter of that railway property all over 
the world—has a constant tendency to grow in value. The 
of population, the accumulation of wealth, the development of manu- 
facture, all pour additional traflic upon our great trunk systenis ; 
and if they had been left more to themselves, and had not been so 
much harassed by the encouragement of competing undertakings by 
Parliament and the public, their securities would have } 
valuable property.

MINE OWNERS, AND THE EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY Act. 
As yet there has been no case in which mineowners have in any 
way appeared likely to be drawn within the meshes of the Employ. 
ers’ Liability Act. But a case has just occurred in which the ques. 
| tion of liability is involved, and in all probability will be tried in a 
|court of law. The facts are simple in every way. On Jan. 17 last 
some men were working in a stone mine belonging to Messrs. S. and 
| J. CLIFFE, Lane-head, Brighouse, near to Huddersfield, and two of 
| them—JAMES HEAP and EDWARD Pyek, both miners—were being 
drawn to the surface by a single link chain, which broke, by which 
both were so injured that they afterwards died in the Huddersfield 
Infirmary. A good deal of evidence having been given in the pre- 
sence of the legal representatire of the owner and the Assistant Go- 
vernment Inspector of Mines, the coroner ruled that there wasa case 
of manslaughter against some one, but he scarcely thought it would 
rest as against the owners of the quarry, who had sublet the stone 
getting tosome one else. Some discussion then took place as to the 
liability and responsibility, when the coroner said he would not ad- 
vise the jury to find that a breach of Rule 12 of the Metalliferous 
Mines Act constituted manslaughter, so that their better plan would 
be to return a verdict to the effect that the deceased died from in- 
juries received through the accidental breaking of a single link chain, 
being contrary to the General Rule of the Metalliferous Mines Aci 
}of 1872. The jury then adopted the suggestion of the coroner, and 
at once brought in a verdict to that effect. This, of course, left the 
question of responsibility an open one, so far as the coroner and the 
jury were concerned, but Mr. GERRARD, the Assistant Inspector of 
Mines, said that the Messrs. CLIFFE and others would be summoned 
| for a breach of the Act in using a single link chain with which to 
bring the men to the ton of the shaft. All the points that have been 
so frequently discussed appear to be involved in the case of the 
Messrs. CLIFFE. 
In the first place, we find that the Messrs. CLIFFE sublet the get- 
| ting of the stone to another person, and under ordinary circumstances 
this would be contracting themselves out of the Act, the responsi- 
| bility resting upon the persons they let the getting of the stone to. 
But then another point of considerable importance is involved, and 
that isas regards the machinery employed for the working of the 
mine and the safety of the workmen. ‘The contractor may say that 
| he undertook the working of the stone at a certain price, the Messrs. 
CLIFFE finding all the necessary tackle and machinery, which under 
; the Metalliferous Mines Act should be in every way adapted for 
; the purpose. It may be held that the contractor is liable for the loss 
| of life, owing to the defect in the drawing power in the first instance, 
| but may he not in turn say that when he entered into an agreement 
| with the owners the latter led him to believe, as no doubt they did 
do, that there were all the necessary appliances for safely carrying 
on mining operations. The point appears to be a very nice one, and 
as it will result in litigation the result will be looked forward to with 


| some interest, involving as it does for the first time the question as 


to the responsibility of mineowners and contractors where the ma- 
chinery has been proved to be defective. The preliminary trial 
will shortly take place before the magistrates in petty, but the more 
important question will be carried to a higher court, where the deci- 
sion come to in all probability will constitute a precedent. 





MINERAL VEINS. 

The question as to the ugg of mineral veins appears just now 
to be creating some interest, and views of a varied character have 
been given on the subject. There are some facts connected with 
our systems of veins that are necessary to be known to those con- 
nected with metalliferous mines, for the limits of a mining district 
are often very decided and marked by peculiarities in the physical 
features of the conntry. The local occurrence of metallic veins is in 
a great measure dependent upon the relative antiquity of the rocks 
in the district. It is in the granitic and paleozoic rocks, and the 
igneous rocks connected with them, that all the veins in Great Bri- 
tain are worked, and not a single instance is known of a true me- 
tallic vein occurring in the oolitic, cretaceous, and tertiary strata, but 
in all districts traversed by mineral veins there are what are termed 
systems of veins, each being characterised by some peculiarities of 
position or contents, and each again referrable to distinct periods of 
age of formation. In Cornwall the east and west veins are the old- 
est, but not all of the same age, those bearing tin being older than 
copper. Calcite, barytes, fluor-spar, and quartz are the minerals 
chiefly found with ores in mineral veins, and vein fissures appear to 
have been filled in by the,svet way, the chief medium of solution 
having been water at variqus temperatures. Experiments recently 
made show that fluor-spar is deposited in cubes at a normal tempe- 
rature, but in octahedra between 240° and 250° C. It has, therefore, 
been concluded that some tin veins that carry octahedral fluor were 
formed at a higher temperature than that which obtained during the 
filling in of vein fissures in the younger formations, where the fluor 
is cubic. The tin veins of Cornwall sometimes pass through clay- 
slate and granite, and produce ore in both, and a vein of copper which 
has been productive in the clay-slate on passing into the granite be- 
comes richer, or, what is more remarkable, furnishes ore of the same 
mineral differently constituted ; and if the same lode is worked still 
further into the granite the produce and quality frequent dimi- 
nish, and it is well known by miners that a change of ground gene- 
rally affords good reason for alteration in the quality and yield of 
the metal. One thing, however, appears certain—that is, that the 
local occurrence of metallic veins is, as is before stated, intimately 
connected with the rocks of the district and their age. In Cornwall 
and Devon all good lodes dip towards granite or an elvan dyke. The 
Cornish elvans are rocks occurring in veins or dykes composed of two 
or more minerals—of quartz, felspar, mica, schore, and chlorite in 
variable proportions, the base being granular or compact, and gene- 
rally containing embedded crystals of its components, which render 
it porphyritic. Tin ore occurs scattered through granite, and the 
eranitic gravel containing pieces of tinstone, which occurs in valleys 
draining the tin bearing districts, is called “ tin ground.” The blocks 
and smaller fragments of the tin ground show signs of abrasion, and 
the interstices are filled with sand and clay.

NEW MINERALS FOUND IN SCOTLAND. 

In continuation of his paper referred to in the Mining Journal of 
Jan. 22, Prof. Heddle has given a preliminary notice of substances 
which may prove to be new minerals, which embraces descriptions 
of balvraidite, hydrated labradorite, tobermorite, and walkerite.

That presently noticed, which 
was associated with the balvradite, had anything but an altered or 
weathered appearance, being remarkably fresh and even character- 
istic in appearance. In colour and lustre it is like bleached wax, its 
structure is flat-fibrous, resembling radiated clevelandite. Rarely 
some parts were granular. No cleavage angle could be measured, as 
the surfaces of cleavage were all curved. Its specific gravity is 2°708.

It was by Walker that 
strontianite, &c., were in 1761 for the first time discovered in Britain, 
besides the green, grey, and yellow ores of lead, with other minerals 
ich are rare, and seldom met with in other places.
